3,000 nena. Some wore red-bordered black epaulets, with gicnal or artillery 
insignia, and black-bordered black epaulets, including some with signal insignia.

On 5 warch, the Neue Kaserne west of Karl harxstrasse, was occupied to capacity 
by about ,,000 to 5,000 men and wiiformed women wearin; red=bordered black 
epiulcts, including sone with tank insimia, Intensive fatigue duty but no 
training was noticed in the installation. Troops.in croups of about six mon 
practiced with 8 x GOerrn mortars, and about 109 mon were seen engaced in aiming 
practice, marching, and running an obstacle course in the area sowlhwest of the 
barracks installation, About 200 men were seen crawling by groups in tho area 
farther south, 


A larse training area which is bounded on the south by Darmerveg, on the east and 
north by the Parchin-Schwerin railroad line are on the west wy the firing ranges 
is north of tha airfield, Four 76,2—mn artillery pieces with 1. officer and 2 men 
each were seen there. Shey were carnoufla ed with bushes, About 80 soldiers stood 
noar i2 licht machine guns mounted on bipods, apparently for a rest, Other sol- 
diors were seen digging trenches and constructing field ‘lines. At least 500 
soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets were seen in the training area. All 
of then wore red=bo ordered black esaulets. Fire fron rifles was heard from the
